‘UTAH’S PETITION. 
for Statehood. 


WasHINGTon, Feb. 18.—The Senate 
Conimittee on Territories gave a bear- 


ing to-day upon the admission of 


Utah asa State. Franklin Richards; 
ofSalt Lake City, described the bar- 
renness when settiers first entered and 
the wonderful productiveness, pros- 
perity and wealth which have resulted 
from their diligence and enterprise. 
He said: This was Utah's fifth pe- 
tition for admission, and as the 
eldest of the Territories, it was 


boped her appeal would be heeded. 
She has now reached a point beyond 
which progress under a Territorial 
Government was impossible. It had 
been objected that Mormons were 
polygamists. Asa matter of fact, not 
more than two per cent. of them ever 
were polygamists. Now time was 
rapidly solving the probiem. The 
members of the Constitutional Con- 
vention took an oath against polyg- 
amy and adopted a constitution which 
made polygamy or bigamy a crime. 

The Speaker read a paragraph of the 
Cunstitution proving that the aanti- 
polygamy sections sball never be re- 

or changed without consent of 
gress and the President.

When Mrs. Kohne was released

Sage helped Gould at a time 
when the latter sorely needed money, 
and afterward Gould showed his 
gratitude by putting the former in 
the way of adding immensely to his 
fortune. Gould, however, helped 
himself to a large slice of Sage’s 
fortune last year during the great 
decline in values.. His brokers had 
bought enormous numbers of puts 
of Sage, and the drop in values made 
the aggregate profit to Gould, I think, 
according to the ‘‘ street’s’’ under- 
standing, about $4,000,000. 

Sage lost altogether last year, it is 
estimated, $8,000,000. He is still a 
very wealthy man, but his losses 
have made him very cautious. He 
is, in fact, so cautious that he is do- 
ing no business nowadays to speak 
of. He writes Very few privileges, 
and now that he does not feel sure, 
will not entail loss. He takes no 
chances. He ceased to be a power 
In the street, and nobody who 
knows him believes that he will ever 
again acquire anything like his old 
temerity. He is thoroughly fright- 
ened. The prospect of a loss, even 
a small one, is terrorizing. Sage will 
probably degenerate into what in the 
street is known as a ‘‘ coupon 
clipper.” He will buy bonds bear- 
ing a sure rate of interest, collecting 
the interest when it falls due. He 
will not dare risk his money on the 
rise and fall of values. He has, so 
far as he has been able, disposed of 
his trash, by which is meant se- 
curities of uncertain worth, keeping 
only those whose value cannot be 
affected by the mutations of the 
market. He has bought no bonds 
or stocks. The money that he has 
obtained from his sales is locked up 
in the Importers’ and Traders“ Bank, 
of which he is Vice-President, and 
it will be apt to stay there. pntil he 
sees a sure investment for it» I was 
in his office day before yesterday.

The rush to the new “‘diggins’”’ 
took place about 1866-7, and in the 
van was tobe found many Neva- 
dans, many of whom have since 
gained a place io history. Judge 
Goodwin, now of the Salt Lake 
Tribune, was one of the first to be 
seized with the fever, and, if re- 
port be true, one of the first to re- 
cover. Upon his return he gave 
vent to his feelings in a poetic 
flight, the bero of the warrative 
being generally supposed to be 
himself. The following verse is a 
fair example of the strain in which 
it was written: 0 

At Huffaker's he last was seen 

Imbibing nitro-gl ycerine, 
And as he quaffed each fiery dram 
In accents wild he cried “God dam 
Excelsior!“

valuable and spirited draft stallions 
than any other stallion in the 
United States. Her dam was Mag- 
nolia, No. 987. Susie Goodwin 
was bred by the firm of E. Dillon 
& Co.,, of Normal, III. In 1886 E. 
C. Hardy started the first stud of 
draft horses established in the State 
of Nevada, and closed the season 
with only six sales; but the selec- 
tions of choice formed large stall- 
ions of the best stock in the United 
States soon gave his stud notoriety, 
and in the Spring of 1887 he or- 
ganized the Oasis Ranch Company 
to enable him financially to carry 
a sufficient stock to meet the de- 
mands for this most popular breed 
of draft horses. In the season of 
1887 the company saw the business 
increased frem the sale of the pre- 
vious six head, to eighteen head— 
two of these fine stallions were 
sold and shipped to California and 
te Idaho, and three to southern 
Utah, two to Ogden, Utah, and the 
other ten head were sold to Ne- 
vada growers. 

At the Nevada State Fair, Octo- 
ber, 1887, the Oasis Ranch Cem- 
pany tcok the two first premiums 
and four diplomas, and only for 
the death of Susie Goedwin and 
her colt would have had two more 
first premiums to have added to 
the list. Added to this misfortune, 
one of the handsomest stallions 
had to be taken away from the fair 
grounds and hence a probable loss 
of one more premium to the com- 
pany. It is estimated that St. 
Laurent has earned to McLeon & 
Co., IL, over $250,000, It is there- 
fore hard to estimate the value 
these horses will be to the State of 
Nevada in ten years, as one sold 
in 1886 earned his owner the first 
season once and a half his cost.
